COMMON 
CHILDHOOD 
INFECTION 


By Herman N. Bundesen, M.D. 


SNEVER a child, particu- 
WW otarly a girl, has a fever 
whose cause Is not apparent, 
both doctor and parents should 
suspect pyelitis. This is an in- 
fection of that part of ' the 
kidney where the excretions 
collect before emptying into the 
bladder and it is one of the most 
common of the- infections of 
childhood. Both boys and girls 
are affected, “but the disorder 
occurs about ten times more 
often in girls. 


Besides fever, the sudden occur- 


-Prence-of bed-wetting- Is suggestive.of 


the disorder. In bubies, the only 
observable symptoms may be vomit- 
ing and dlarrhea, 


When Symptoms Occur 


For these reasons, whenever such 
symptoms occur, a microscopic 
examination of the urine should be 
made. If pyelitis Is present, the 
urine may contain many white blood 
cells, as well as a small amount of 
albumin, which helps the diagnosts, 

It is also {mportant to determine 
the kind of sterm producing the In- 
fection since it may be due to such 
varlous organisms os the colon 
bacillus, Staphylococcus or Strep- 
tococeus and trentment depends on 
the kind of Infection present, 


Every Four Hours 


It Is suggested, ff the Infection Is 
due to colon baci, that one of the 
sulfonamide preparations be given 
atonce. The drug Is given, asa rule, 
every four hours, day and night, Of 
course, plenty’ of, flulds should also 
be ndministered and the treatment 
continued for from four to slx days, 
depending upon the severity of the 
illness. For three or four days. after 
the drug has been stopped, the urine 
should be examined to find out 
whether or not oll of the germs have 
disappeared. Then, in about two 
weeks, another examination should 
be made just to make sure that there 
is no recurrence of the infection, 

Often, when such a blocking exists, 
surgical treatment {fs required to 
relieve it. The blocking may be in‘ 
the form of a narrowing of tlic 
urefer which leads from the kidney 
to the bladder. Now and then there 
‘may be a stone present. 

In’ those instances in which the 
infection Js due to the Staphylococ- 
.cus, peniclilin is employed.

The appellahts, So Kam, altar Fet 
chat Kam, So You, Mo Hung 
wal, Lau Chi-piu, a former member 
of the Fire Brigade, and Wong Wah~ 
chuns, were convicted by Mr J.. G. 
Conklin (Second Magistrate, Cen- 
tral) on December 20, 1947, and sen~ 
tenced on the two counts to two 
years, two years, 21 months, ty 
months and 15 months respectively, 
and also recommended for lite 
banishment, They have been In 
custody since. 

Evidence before the 
Magistrate was that all five men 
were arrested in a tea-house in 
West Point where they had gathered 
ind ‘where Bo Kam and So Yau 
had demanded §50 from Chan Ping- 
kavan ns entrance fce to join the Yu 
‘Tong Society, failing which Chan 
was warnadl he would not be per- 
mitted to continue his employment 
at an fronmonger’a shop in Kennedy 
‘Town, 

Mr C. A. S. Russ appeared for the 
first fwo appellants and Mr A. cl 
Arculli was for the other three, Mr 
J. Reynolds, Crown Counscl,  as- 
sisted by Det. Sub-Inspector G. E. 
Willerton, was for the Crown ‘ 
‘UTTERLY UNCONSCIONABLE 

Mr Russ stibmitted that on the 
evidente before him, the Magistrate 
might have convicted hls cients on 

churge of intimidation, as tune 
doubtedly the men were rough and 
rude towards the complainant, but 
there was no ground = for finding 
them guilty of being members of a 
Trind Society. The sentences pass- 
ed on the appellints, he contended, 
were “utterly unconsclonable.” 

According to the facts, as alleged 
by his clients, they used to get work 
from a certain contractor, but one 
day the contractor engaged — other’ 
cooligs, and that did not mect with 
thelr approval, Mr Russ continued, 
His clients were members of 7 
firecrackers’ association, a bene- 
volent organisation which provided 
firecrackers for use at funerals, and 
they--werc_not.members..of o/Triad 
Soclety, The cards found on the 
men were their membership cards 
for their association only. 

Mr Russ then dealt with the law 
on Triad Societies and recounted 
the procedure followed in former 
days when such societies were pre- 
valent, He submitted that In the 
present case the evidence to prove 
his ellents were members of such 1 
society .was insufficient for, a con- 
viction. 

Counsel asked his Lordship to 
quash the conviction on the charte 
of belng members of an unlawful 
society, and to reconsider the sen- 
tence passed on the charge of de- 
manding, money with menaces. 

His Uevlship remarked that it 
appeared to him that the maximum 
sentence thot could be passed on 
the count of being members of an 
tinlawful society was one of six 
months with the option of a fine 

NO EVIDENCE, PLEA 

Mr Arculli said his case was dif- 
ferent from \that of the other two 
men. In his submission, whatayer 
might be the jurisdictlon of a 
Magistrate In awarding sentences, 
they were, as Mr Russ had sald, 
unconscionable. There was not the 
slightest evidence in the Court be- 
low that any of hls clicnts took part 
in, the dtmand for .moncy with 
menaces or that they were members 
ef a Triad Soclety or any soctety at 
all, Mr Arculll declared. The evi- 
dence before the Court only showed 
that the men were In a tea-house,

evidence on which a Magistrate 
might convict.
